THE  BAPTISTS 


Eight  Touchdowns  Made 
by  Orange  and  Blue 
Men— Capt.  New- 
ell the  Star. 


Drake  Field,  Oct.  i— With  old 
Sol  throwing  his  warm  rays  on 
the  little  city  of  the  plains,  Cant. 
Newell  and  his  husky  follower's 
carried  the  swine-skin  up  and 
down  the  local  gridiron  eight 
times:  and  counting  goal  kicks, 
placed  the  first  season's  battle 
on  the  credit  page  with  a  large 
53 — the  Mercerites  took  unto 
themselves  one  zero. 

Although  the  day  was  warm 
for  a  game,  the  Orange  and  Blue 
wearers  thoroughly  demonstrated 
to  the  large  crowds  on  the  side 
lines  that  the  old  pep  of  the 
teams  in  the  past  was  again  there. 
The  line  stood  solid  against  the 
attacks  of  the  Hardage  crew  and 
soon  the  visitors  found  that  lit- 
tle ground  could  he  gained  in  this 
way.  The  Auburn  hacks  had  ex- 
traordinary driving  power  for 
this  time  of  the  season,  and  the 
way  end  runs  were  pulled  off  with 
good  interference,  showed  that 
the  toppers  in  Southern  football 
this  season  will  surely  reckon 
with  Coach  Donahue's  men  for 
honors.  Mercer  was  somewhat 
lighter  than  Auburn,  but  Coach 
Hardage  had  put  football  into 
their  heads  and  for  the  first  few 
minutes  of  scrap  those  Baptists 
worried  the  Tigers ;  but  soon 
their  tactics  were  doped  out  and 
from  then  on  very  little  ground 
was  gained  by  the  Hardage  crew. 

Only  once  did  Auburn's  goal 
seem  in  danger.  Cochran  went 
through  the  line  for  twenty  yards 
and  with  a  penalty  of  fifteen 
yards  for  Auburn.  But  the  Or- 
ange and  P>lue  line  held  the  Bap- 
tists for  downs.  When  the  re- 
feree's blast  called  for  the  last 

curtain,  Auburn  was  on  Mercer's  "  thirty  "yard  line.    Sams  bring; 


plays  outside  of  straight  foot- 
hall,  but  Arnold,  at  quarter,  ran 
these  in  good  style.

With  most  impressive  ceremo- 
nies the  committee  representing 
the  Honor  System  was  installed 
in  1  angdori  I  fall  on  Tuesday 
morning,  foil  >wing  the  regular 
chapel  sendees.  In  his  usual  ex- 
planatory and  interesting  man- 
ner, Dr.  Thach  gave  a  brief  sketch 
and  outline  of  the  history  of  the 
Honor  System.  He  explained 
how  the  classes  had  first  taken 
it  upon  themselves  to  institute  a 
system  of  honor  and  how  later 
the  members  of  the  entire  stud- 
ent body  ha-!  adopted  this  means 
of  s  e  1  f -go  v  emment. 

The  members  of  the  faculty 
were  re  >resented  bv  Dr.  C.  \. 
Car\-.  who.  in  a  very  satisfactory 
manner,  ex  darned  the  attitude  of 
the  faculty  to  this  verv  important 
students'  problem.  Coach  Don- 
ahue followed  him  with  a  taj.k  on 
how  the  student  body  stood  on 
the  subject  as  to  what  it  meant 
for  them  and  the  workings  of 
the  committee. 

J.  R.  Pester,  the  editor-in-chief 
of  the  Orange  and  Blue,  explain- 
ed to  the  students  that  the  suc- 
cess or  the  failure  of  the  Honor 
System  lay  principally  with  the 
Student  body  and  with  their  sup- 
port.

Westmoreland  was 
injured  in  the  early  part  of  the 
game,  but  until  he  went  out  the 
lad  played  a  worrisome  game  for 
the  local  boys.  Fdwards  in  the 
line  pulled  off  some  good  work 
at  times. 

Our  boys  worked  together  at 
all  times  and  before  the  season  is 
in  good  going,  Auburn's  machine 
will  be  running  some.  Capt. 
Newell  was  easily  the  star  of  the 
day.  With  his  long  runs,  one  for 
thirty-five  yards  and  another  for 
seventy  yards,  and  his  secondary 
defense,  the  "Runt"  was  in  the 
spot-light  at  all  times.  Pender- 
gast. our  new  half,  showed  up 
well  and  gives  promise  of  doing 
some  stunts  before  the  season  is 
over.  Harris.  Bedez  and  Chris- 
topher, the  fulls  used  in  the  game, 
hit  the  line  with  good  drives  and 
picked  holes  like  rabbits  in  hunt- 
ing season.  Wynne  and  Hairston 
held  the  end  jobs  down  in  good 
style.  Hairston 's  end-around- 
end  for  some  twentv  odd  yards, 
and  his  forward  pass  interfer- 
ence, stamped  him  as  one  to 
watch  for  more  in  the  future. 
Culpepper's  interference  in  the 
line  was  exceptionally  good. 
Coach  Donahue  used  very  few
